A Bay of Wonderful Interest and Ntrr.ng 
Events. 


MonTGoMERY, Ala., April 28.—[Special.]— 
This has been a day rich in historic interest. 

Early this morning therain began to pour 
in torrents, the streets were deluged eni the 
crowds which had lingered on the s‘reets all 
night, were forced to seek shelter. Until 10 
o'clock the rain fell in fitful torrents. The 
processicn to Clisby park was set down for 11 
o'clock, but it was evident that some kind of 
postponement would be necessary. At least it 
was arranged that the speaking should take 
place from the capitol steps at 2 in the even- 
ing, by which time theskies had cleared and 
the city presented its most beautiful appear- 
ance. 

DECORATIONS AT THE CAPITOL, 

The capitol, at the head ef Dexter avenue, was 
festooned around and around with national 
colors. The tasteful draping of red, white 
aud blue, together with occasional branches 
of white starson blue field, lentacharm to 
the building, which made it resemble a fairy 
palace. Over the main portico immense folds 
of drapery depended, and all through the 
building national ensigns were disposed in a 
eraceful manner. By noon the grounds began 
io fill with people, children, middle-aged and 
gray-headed men, jostled each other good- 
kumoredly. The crowds invaded the precincts 
set apart for the committees, the military and 
civil societies, and the granite steps sustained 
a living freight of humanity. The blast from 
a bugle told that 

TIE PROCESSION HAD STARTED 
from the Exchange hotel. Louder and louder ‘$ 
grew the strains of martial music, denoting 
the near approach of the distinguished guests. 
At last the crowds along the streets caught the 
instruments, and cheers for Jeff Davis and 
Gordon rent the air. 

MAKING WAY FOR THE GUESTS. 

A detachment of the Independent Rifles 
opened a passage along the granite entrance to 
the grounds, when the Montgomery Greys, 
with soldierly tread, marched in open ranks, 
occupying the pathway from the gateway to 
the base of the capitol. The ranks thus 
opened stood at attention on either side. 
while the Montgomery Blues marched be- 
tween and opening ranks formeda “V” from 
the open space made by the Greys to the cap- 
itol corners. As soon as thegrounds were thus 
in readiness the bands, forty strong, entered 
and taking position on the right of the ‘“‘V,” 
played s¢cveral airs of the olden time. At

“PRESENT ARMS, 

a mighty cheer wentup. This told that the 
ex-president was within the gates. Tirst 
came ex-President Davis, leaning upon the 
arm of Mayor Reese, ex-Gov- 
ernor Watts. upon the arm of 
Governor O’ Neal; Genera! J. B. Gordon,escort- 
ing Miss Reese: Captain W. L. Lragg, escorting 
Miss Minnie Davis, followed by other gentie- 
men and ladies of distinction. Then came 
the ladics of the Memorial association, the 
confederate veterans—all tattered and torn— 
the committees and the invited guests. Slowly 
they filed into the positions assigned them. 

Mr. Davis was placed immediately in front, 
with General Gordon, Governor O’Neal and 
others in the background. It was noticed as 
Mr. Davis sat. one leg thrown across the other 
and his body well set back in the chair, that 
he was greatly moved by the tender reception 
accorded him, as he frequently took 
a white handkerchief from his coat pocket and 
wiped away possibly an unbidden tear. He 
was nervous and perturbed. For several min- 
utes be sat thus,

under his eye, his imagination possibly re- 
calling that other scene whcn he stood upon 
the same spot to accept from a brave people 
their sacred trust. Thedemeanor of the an- 
dience was notable. The people were full of 
enthusiasm. They would give vent to sud- 
den and vociferous cheers, and as suddenly 
check them out of consideration for the 


honored guest, whose nerves’. they 
were fearful of jarring. The  pre- 
dominant spirit of the oceas- 
ion was a tender solicitade 


for Mr. Davis. 
When Mayor W. S. Jleese, the handsome 
chief executive of Montgomery, arose and 


trymen for attention, oppressive stillness fol- 
lowed. 

“Tt is with emotions of the most profound 
reverence, said he, “that Ihave te introduce 
to you that most illustrious type of southern 
manhood and statesmanship—our honored ex- 
president, Jefferson Davis.” 

Mr, Davis stood before the people, his lips 
moved in words but not a sylable could be 
heard. A cheer long pent up since: 1861 rent 
athe air, wastaken up by the crowds onthe 
streets,and echoed and re-echoed over the city. 

Mr. Davis stood, his face wreathed in smiles, 
bowing to the right and to the left, but found 
it impossible to get in a word.

DAVIS'S SPEECH. 

My Friends: It would be vain ifI should attemp 
to express to you the deep gratification which I 
feel at this demonstration; but I know that it is 
not personal,and therefore I feel more deeply 
grateful, because it is a sentiment far dearer to me 
than myself. | You have passed through the ter- 
rible ordeal of a war which Alabama did not seek. 
When she felt her wrongs too grieyous for further 
tolcration and sought a peaceful solution, that 
being denied her, the thunder of war came ring- 
ing over theland. Then her people rose in therr 
majesty—gray haired sires and beardless boys 
eagerly rushed tothe front. It was that war which 
Christianity alone approved—a holy war for de 
fense- Well do I remember seeing your gentle 
boys, so small, to use a farmers phrase, they might 
have been called seed corn, moving on with eager 
step and fearless brow to the carnival of death; 
and Ihave also looked upon them when their 
knapsacks and muskets seemed heavier than the 
boys, and my eyes, partaking of a mother’s 
weakness, filled with tears. Those days have 
passed, Many of them have fonnd nameless graves, 
but they are not dead—they live in memory and 
their spirits stand out a grand reserve of that col- 
umn which is marching on with unfaltering steps 
towards the goal of constitutional liberty. [Ap- 
plause. } 

It were in vain if I should attempt, asI have al- 
ready said, to express my gratitude to you. Iam 
standing now very nearly on the spot where I 
stood whenI took the oath of office in 1861. Your 
demonstration now exceeds that which welcomed 
me then. This shows that the spirit of southern lib- 
erty isnot dead. [Long and continued applause.] 

Then yon were full of joyous hopes. You had 
every prospect of achieving all you desired. And 
now you are wrapped in the mantle of regret; and 
yet that regret only manifests the more profoundly 
and does not obliterate the expression of your sen- 
timents. I felt last night asI approached the Ex- 
change hotel, from the gallery of which your peer- 
less orator, William L. Yancey, introduced me to 
the citizens of Montgomery, and commended me 
in language which only his eloquence could yield, 
and which far exceeded my merit. I felt, I say 
again, that I was coming to my home—coming toa 
land where liberty dies not, and serious sentiments 
will live forever. [Applause.] 

Ihave been promised, my friends, that I should 
not be called upon to make a speech, and there- 
fore I will only extend to you my heartfelt thanks, 
God bless you, one and all, old men and boys, and 
ladies above all others, who never faltered in our 
direst need, {Loud and long coniinued applanse |] 

Such a cheer as followed the speaker to his 
seat cannot be described. It was from 
from the heart. It was an outburst 
of nature. Itwaslong continued. Mr. Davis 
got up again and again and bowed his ac- 
knowledgements. Men were wild for him: 
women were in ecstacy for him; children 
caught the spirit and waiqed their hands in 
the air. 

“Hurrah for Jeff Daivs !’ shouted a veteran. 
It was taken up and again and again the 
mighty rear resounded. 

Governor O’Neal, the gallant old hero of 
north Alabama, was on his feet 

“Gordon! Gordon! Gordon!” came from 
thousands of throats. A veteran on the highest 
step cried out: 

“Gordon will speak for the old soldiers of 
Georgia.” 

GENERAL GORDON INTRODUCED. 
Ciovernor O'Neal again motioned for silence. 
“T have the pleasaut duty,” said he, ‘‘of in- 

trcducing to you our old comrade in arms, but 
before I do so I must speak WhatI feel about 
the lofty patriotism of Jefferson Davis. When 
he comes to die, as in time, agall men must, he 
will be greater that the men who have gone 
before him. Lord Bacon willed his name to 


the people of England, Davis needs not 
to co that, beeause he lives, 
not only in , the hearts of 


the people now, but will live in their hearts 
forall time. Now, let me bring before you the 
Chevalier Bayard of the army of northern Vir- 
ginia. In June, 1861, I fell in with him at 
Bristol, Tenn, We were both captains. We 
went, not for a year, but to offer our lives for 
the cause of liberty. What General. Gordon 
did is a matter of recorded history. I cal! be- 
fore you General—aye, Lieutenant-General, J, 
B. Gordon, of the army of northern Virginia, 
for he stood next to Lee.” 

The yell of the old soldiers could be heard. 

“T have heard that yell before,” said 
General Cordon, aside to Gov- 
ernor O'Neal. As the peerless 


soldier stood at his full height before the peo- 
ple, his shoulders thrown back,his hair brush- 
ed from bis temples, his breast heaving with

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of Weatherford and Tecumseh ; but, more thau all, 
because here was born the ‘‘Confederate States of 
America.’’ Here, amidst the prayers and hopes, 
the eansretions and apprehensions of a proud, 
brave, free and freedom-loving people, was chris- 
tened the young republic, destined to only four 
vears of meteoric life asa nation, but to an eternity 
of repown. Here the chief executive of that young 
republic—its first and its last presideni—called by 
the united voice of the representatives of his 
pees modestly but firmly assumed the stupen- 

ous responsibility of his high oflice. I may be 
pardoned, even in his presence, a brief allusion to 
two memorable occasions—the only two—upon 
which it was my privilege to meet him from 1361 to 
1865. These occasions illustrate the very climax 
in the antithesis of fortune, The one was in vic- 
toly, the ether in defeat, On the one he was a 
president; on the other a prisoner. On the one 
occasion he rode with lofty bearing on the battle 
field of the first Manassas, the constitutional com- 
mander-in-chief of a victorious army ; on the other 
he lay incarcerated in Fortress Monroe, the vica- 
rious sufferer for his vanquished people. 

AsJ saw him in the first great con dict of the con- 
federacy, With the shouts of victorious legions in 
his ears, and the glory of battle on his face, he was 
jn the meridian piase of his fame, commanding 
the unqualified confidence of his sonthern country- 
men andthe attention of Christendom. But asa 
prisoner, stripped ofall power save the power te 
endure, sustained by that majestic spirit which no 
force but death could conquer, awaiting his judi- 
cial trial and all its consequences with a repose of 
mind, and equipoise and dignity of demeanor rare- 
ly equaled and never excelled—it was then that he 
bound himself to the hearts of his people i: death- 
less aflection and rose to the sublimest height of 
the morally heroic. Ofthesetwo scenes, the one 
in the Fortress was more profoundly impressive. 
Its lesson is of inestimable value tothe young men 
of oureountry. It teaches that no revulsion in 
political fortunes, however sudden or extreme, can 
overwhelm or crush the man;whore aims are lofty 
and whose life isblameless. To my mind, great 
and grand as he wasin the hour of his most splen- 
did triumph, he was greater and = grander 
still in the hour of his dgepest humiliation. 
And when alienations and bitter memories are 
gone, when the crucial test of historical analysis 
shall be fully, fairly and truthfully made—then 
his name and his fame, his conspicuous services to 
the country before the war, his unrivaled state 
papers and manly utterances during the war, aud 
his moral elevation and matchless fortitude as 
prisoner of state after the war, will command uni- 
versal respect and Challepge uuqualified admira- 
L10Nn. 

The third and last thought suggested by your 
cow mittee’s invitation, is, that the occasion appeals 


to our BL aetole e-a ' { embrace this truth 
in its broadest significance, This “mem- 
crable event upon historic ground will 


assuredly inerease the strength and eniarge the 
scope of ‘‘patriotism’’ of this people. The natural, 
logical, inevitable issue of this and all analogous 
events must be to enhance the self-respect, aug: 
ment the self-reliance, eXalt the manhood and 
heighten the appreciation of this people for their 
past history and achievements. and therefore in- 
tensify their love of country. The converse propo- 
sition is equally true. Should we build no monu- 
ments, write no histories, cherish no memories of 
the men and the deeds which truthful nistory 
would make immortal, we would sap the most 
solid foundations of ourmanhood and bring certain 
decay to the patriotism of our people. The soldier 
or the citizen of the north or the south who wonld 
frown upon scenes like thisin either section, who 
does not esteem the renown won by both armies in 
the Jate war, as enrichment of the history and ali- 
ment for the patriotism ofthe whole people, is nar- 
row in conception and jaundiced in vision. 

The thought of Lord Bolingbroke was the true 
one, that ‘patriotism must be founded on great 
principles and supported by great virtues.” It 
therefore follows that the more commendable the 
principles and the higher the virtues which moved 
and supported the course of each section in the 
late war, the more oe is the nutriment 
afforded to the patriotism ofall by their contempla- 
tion. Let each section, therefore, while appreciat- 
ing the virtues of the other, add to the aggregate 
patriotism of the country by perpetuating in brass 
and marble shafts and granite piles the valor of its 
sons, and emblazon every page of its history with 
the glory of their achievements. 

I am not of those who sympathize with the 
spirit of that narrow though patriotic citizen of 
England who declared that =~ raise of the Ro- 
mans was detraction ofthe Britons. Nor can I 
suppress centempt for. that short-sighted 
Statesmanship in this ._ countr which 
sees in merited tributes to confederates lied de- 
traction of the valorons federals, On the other 
hand, 1 acknowedge inferiority to no man in ad- 
miration of the broad liberality which prompted 
the effort oi Charles Sumner to strike from the 
flags of the union the names of the battles between 
his estranged and embittered count en; yet I 
asscribe neither to its policy nor to its justice. All 
honor to the spirit of the man, who, facing a storm 
of political wrath, Could rise to the lofty purpose of 
Cestroying all mementoes of northern triumph 
over his southern countrymen! All honor to the 
eloquent utterances by which he sought to make 
practical his magnanimous conception! But I ut- 
terly dissent from the opinion that such oblitera- 
tion was either essential to the fraternization of the 
secuions or just to the intrepid armies of the union. 
The one th og essentialto the manhood and self 
respect and, therefore, I repeat, to the patriotism of 
the Bn mae is that exact historic justice shall be 
met to each army and allsections, Let mali- 
cious detraction cease; let envy—which enslayes 
ignoble minds—find no place in the breast of any 
lover of truth ‘With what measure ye mete, it 
shall be measured to you again.” A just appre- 
ciation of the motives t impelled and of the he- 
roism which sustained each army and section in 
their Titanie conflict, is the col an well as the 
sustenance of otism. Illiberal criticism isnot 
only unpatriotic—itis irrational. Merited encemiu ns 
of southern heroism {is implied eulogy of notthern 
prowess, whieh, inspired by devotion to the union 
of the states and sustained through pervemene | &n 
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of their fearless followers and the monuments 
built to their memory are monuments also to Lee 
and his barefoot and hungry heroes, who for four 
bloody years kept those vast numbers at bay, and 
in the space of three years defeated and forced 
frcin the supreme command at least five of these 
renowned federal captains. 

And now, without the possibility, I trust, of be- 
ing misconstrued in spirit or purpose by either the 
north or the south, I will group together some of 
the indisputable facts connected with that mighty 
struggle. Justice to the conquered south, tothose 
who fe}l and to those who survived, as well as to 
their descendants, demands the production and re- 
production of these facts until they become familiar 
in every household in the land. Truth, selfre- 
spect and southern manhood demand it. Patriot- 
ism itself demands it. The statesmanship and 
spirit of liberality of the north will sanction it. 
The danger is thatinjustice will be done to the 
conquered and not tothe conqueror. In the aver- 
age estimation of mankind, victory vindicates, 
while defeat dooms to misconstruction, 

Deeply impressed with this portentous truth, I 
wish 1 were able to impress every southern mind 
and sustain all southern hearts with the profound 
convictions which a somewhat extended investi- 
eation has left upon my own. Standing near the 
summit of this, the nineteenth century, and look- 
ing backward through all history, modern and au- 
cient, civilized ana barbaric, I assert the belief, 
grounded upon careful thought and statistical in- 
formation, that no more exalted purposes ever in- 
spired a people than those which impelled the 
south to enter upon her perilous struggle for inde- 
pendence, nor ever induced a freerand more costly 
cacrifice, nor led to a defence, which, though un- 
successful, secured a more deathless renown. 

Jam not here to discuss the causes which pre- 
cipitated the conflict. When all istaid thatcan be 
said in justification or condemnation of the course 
pursued by cither section, it is sufficient for the 
purpose of this argument to realize that the south 
was driven by her apprehensions, whether ill or 
well founded, to seek security under a separate 
government; thatshe threw around that infant 
goverpment a cordon of breasts as devoted and 
dauntless as ever withstood the shock of battle; 


and with lavish liberality gave toits defence her 
wealth and her blood, her prayers and her hops2s, 
her manhood and her womanhood, and yielded at 
last only when exhausted in resources, bleeding at 
every pore, paralyzed and prostrate. 

] wish to subinit one remark before giving the 
figures which evidence the enormous expenditure 
of blood and treasure by both sections in their 
memorable struggle. These statistics, unimpeach- 
ed and urimpassioned, establish beyond dispute 
the fact that there was an exhibition of marverous 
beroism by the south. They are also most em- 
pbatic tributes tothe persistent and indomitable 
will and splendid.courage of the north. While 
we are entitled to claim the credit dne on account 
of the great disparity in numbers and resources 
which these statistics show, we must concede to 
{he north the credit of having secured the victory 
while Waging an offensive warfare against interior 
lines of defence. From the day of our surrender, 
my earnest desire has been, and is now, to speak 
and act with justice to both armies and section,and 
to the utmost of my ability, aid in promoting cor- 


diality, reciprocal respect and confi 
dence throughout our reunited  coun- 
try. The citizen who at this day cannot dis- 


cuss the facts without predudice is a partisan and 
nota patriot—or else a patriot enslaved by his 
pessi ls. 

i intrccuce these statistics by remaking thatit is 
dificult to obtain any adequate conception ofthe 
cost Cf that war to the country. Perhaps this gi- 
gantic expenditure will be more readily apprecia- 
ted when I state that.if expended in steel tracks it 
would have copstrncted enough miles of railway 
to bave reached more than eight times around the 
whole earth. 

Dut ict uscome to the details. The origiaal col- 
onies which rebelled against the mothér country 
and ¢steblished their independence were thirteen 
in amumber. The southern states which sought 
their incependence were also thirteen in number. 
These thirteen, including the border states, which 
were divided ip sentiment, embraced a territory of 
about 562608 square miles, leaving. the govern- 
mem ctthe United states in undisturbed and jun- 
threatened possession of a territory of about 2,193,- 
“46 square miles, , 

These thirteen southern states possessed an ag- 
gregate wealth of about $6 000, 000,000. They were 
confronted by an aggregated wealth of about $10,- 
000,000.000. Of the sonth’s wealth the greater por- 
tion was represented by slayes. 

“he southern states had, as 
of transporting, concentrating and 
distributing trooys and supplies. about 
9,99 miles of railroad, while the railroads in the 
section opposing them measured 20,c46 miles. The 
vaiue of this agency in prosecuting war will be ap- 
preciated when it is known thai a recent able 
writer esiimates that, with the aid of railroads, Na;. 
po eon would bave conquered cee ec. 

The southern states had invested ia manufactur- 
ing establishments from whichto supply the south- 
ern armies, about $156,265,954, while the north had 
in like establishments about $875,589,751. ; 
‘The south, including the border states, contained 
a poy ulation of 1',41,02, They were confronted 
by states containing a population of 19,543,114. To 
add to this disparity, the southern states furnished 
to the pnion armies more than 3 10,000 men, 

Let it be further remembered, that the move- 
ment was made by the leading southern states 
withent an erganized central government, without 
an army and navy, practicaily without arms, 
ersenels, ammunition orartisans. This embryonic 
power of ly armed states was antago in 
the incipiency of the movement by a government 
thoroughly oO and equipped; with at least

To the philosophie statesman of the future a 
most interesting field for theught wil! be found in 
investigating the source of this phenomenal power 
exhibited by the south. h armies were com- 
posed prinpipgy of free-born American citizens. 

he ranks of both were largely filled br volunteers 
and not by mercenary lings. Both gave alle- 
giance to goyeraments organized under similar 
constitutions, guaranteeing political and religious 
liberty, trial by yary, taxa only with represen- 
tation, and ahi the fundamental rights of equality 
and republican freedom. Both gathered inspira- 
tion from the example ofthe Fathers, Both were 
impelled by the authoritativesanction ofa genuine 
patriotism; and every‘Soldier who fell on either 
side turned his pale face to Heaven, a martyr to the 
rightas he understood it. | 

It is necessary, therefore, to find in some other 
and peculiar elements of power the explanation 
for this unexampled resistance made by the south 
te one of the most superb armies ever mustered for 
battle. Of the same race, born of a Common an- 
cestry, reared under the same free institutions, it 
would have seemed safe to predict that with the 
disadvantages under which the south labored she 
would be compelled to surrender toa force not 
greatly superior toher own. It is true that the 
rural life of the southern people was promotive of 
individual independence, and this independence 
was productive of individual heroism, which was 
one ofthe marked characteristics of the southern 
soldier. But on the other hand, the northern 
soldier was more vigorous in constitution, more ro- 
bust in physical energy. and was reared under a 
Civilization and domestic institutions which devel- 
oped, in a high degree, the virtue of self-reliance. 
Where. then, are we to find the explanation of the 
astounding fact that it required to defeat the south 
in four years an enlisted force more than twice as 
great as the entire Prussian armies which in seven 
months overwhelmed and humiliated France? 
What is the explanation, I again inquire, of the 
unexampled record made by the southern armies 
| It cannot be attributed to any want of high 

cowagein the soldiers of the north. Independ- 
ent of the exhibitions of individual heroism by 
which all were impressed who met them on the 
field, the ratio of federal losses in battle as com- 
pared to the losses of European armies,the rushing 
and oft repeated onsets of northern phalanxes. 
with fixed bayonets, againts the walls of fire from 
southern guns, and over the dead bodies of their 
comrades, piled in ghastly hecatombs before 
southern forts and breastworks, bear witness to 
federal courage and devotion which nothing can 
ever impeach. 

In seeking the source of this marvelous exhi-. 
bition of resisting power shown bythe south, it is 
proper to take into the account the fact that she 
occupied the interior lines of defence. But to my 
mind, the ove sufficient explanation—the ‘‘causa 
causans’’—is to be fonndin the great, distinctive, 
primal thought that moved, dominated and in- 
epited the southern people. If the northern sol- 

ier was impelled by the thought that a disrup- 
tion of the union endangered the permanence of 
our free institutions and that to save the 
union was to save republican freedom 
on this continent, the south was moved, on the 
other fhand, by obedience to nature’s first law—the 
law oi self defence. If she sought to sever her re- 
lations with her sister states of the north, it was 
in the belief that she would find Safety undera 
government of homogeneous institutions. Her 
declaration of a desire for peace and for a con- 
tinuance of friendly relations, was emphatic and 
sincere. If in the progress of succeeding war 
she crossed her borders and bore her banners 
northward, it was with the hope of forcing the 
withdrawal of federal forces from her territory 
and compelling recognition of her independence, 
The one controlling, all pervading thought that 
throbbed through every fibre of the southern brain 
was thatthe rights of the states, the security of 
property, of home and of liberty, were involved in 
the issue. The spirit of defence, not of defiance 
nor of conquest, nerved her people. This was 
her panoply of power; this the tower of her amaz- 
ing strength; thisthe individual inspiration that 
made of her individual soldiers individual heroes, 
who bave left a record unequaled in the annals of 
war. 

But we were not successful. Cireumstances de- 
creed it otherwise. lailure came because success 
was im} ossible, But deeper and more indellible 
then the scars and lines leftby waron the face of 
the country is the impress made by your valoron 
the pages cf history. A past so lustrous and a 
present so full of encouragement are prophetic of 
a brilliant future. Do you ask for more specific 
basis forthis prcmi:e’? It is in the striking con- 
trast Of your present Condition, with past experi- 
ences. 

A few years since your backs were bent under 
burcens incident to bloody strife, to defeat, and 
subsequent political spoliations. You were suffer- 
ing unprecidented privations, consequent upon 
the destruction of four thousand millions of prop- 
erty. You wereenduring the keen anguish of a 
prolonged reconstruction and of repressive and 
coercive legislation, which you solemnly believed 
unjust to yourselves and unnecessary for the 
national safety—-a system of legislation, the wis- 
dom of which is impeached by experience here 
and experience in Great Britain, and which is con- 
demned wy the recentand noble utterances ofthe 
most conspicuous, if not the ablest. statesman of 
the present time.* You bore these trials with a for- 
tiiude and courage worthy the highest commenda- 
tion. With rare and unremeditated disturbances, you 
preserved the peace, obeyed the laws and sought 
redress only by manly appeals tothe sense of 
justice of your countrymen. In the midst of an 
almost endless expanse of Cesolation and finan- 
Cial ruin, you heroically turned to the task of 
restoration, realizing that yours was a ‘‘goodly 
land,’ and, though parched and made bare by the 
fires of war, that a benignant God still bent above 
itthe balmiest of skies and peopled it with the 
bravest of menu and loveliest of women. With 
what success you have striven, your increased 
ccmforts, your increased agricultural products, 
your increased miles of railway, your increased 
mines and manufactures sufficiently attest. Amidst 
itell, and better than ajJ, you have retained the 
respect of mankind and preserved your own. 
And now, let the many virtues of the fathers and 
the stainless purity of the mothers dwell richly in 
their sons and their-dauxhters; let personal and 
public honor be the commanding law both of your 
thought and of vour action; let your representa- 
tives, state and federal, still maintain untarnished 
reputatious for incorruptibility in office: let your 
fidelity tothe whole country be as'conspicuous in 
peace as was your devotion to the south during de- 
vastating war; let the south’s plighted faith to the 
pe:manent union of the States and the 
legitimate results of the war be . forever 
unquestioned: let all constitutional policies that 
tend to unite more closely the sections and people. 
and atthe same time to promote simplicity and 
eccnomy of administration, find among you their 
sincerest and most enlightenedchampions. Then, 
in the march of the ng nay to its high destiny, 
the south will resume her place with the ranks at 
the head of the column, and the names of south- 
ern statesmen and southern soldiers wil] live among 
the most conspicuous and honored in our country’s 
history.

HONORS TO MRS, GORDON. 

The honors to Mrs. Gordon have been of the 
most touching and chivalrous kind. On the 
arrival of the train here last night 
the Independent Rifles and the 
Sixth Alabama Veterans captured General 
Gordon. Mrs. Gordon and her daughter were 
in the sleeper “Juniata.” : 

“General,” said a sleeveless brave, ‘‘we have 
left a detail to take care of your wife.’’ 

‘All right,” said the general, ‘I trusted her 
with you during the war, and I know I can 
do it now.” 

The detail waited upon the good lady, who 
at once recognized the old faces, and, after 
making the acquaintance of the young lady, 
whom they had never seen before, both were 
taken in charge and treated with all that 
consideration, chivalry and thought which 
only confederate veterans can show. 

In forming the procession today in front of 
the Exchange hotel, Mrs. Gordon was 
in the second carriage. At one 
point along the line of march, a halt 
tock place when Mrs. Gordon had occasion to 
rise from her seat. 

“Gentlemen, I+ propose’ three cheers for the 
gailant commander of the army of northern 
Virginia, whom you all recalled at the battle 
of Winchester—Mrs. General J. B. Gordon.”

The Confederate Veterans, 

Secretary B. J. Davis’s headquarters at the 
State library, were again besieged yesterday 
by confederate veterans intent upon enrolling 
themselves as members of the Fulton County 
Confederate Veterans’ Association. 

“This reminds me of the days of 1861,” re- 
marked a one-armed veteran, after having 
had his name placed upon theroll. “Weare 
all volunteering, but for a purpose very dif- 
ferent from that which actuated us then, The 
guns will not be- loaded with bullets next 
Saturday.”

All that arrive without 
badges can obtain them at headquarters.” 

“You appear to have been kept very busy 
today.” 

“Yes; I have not had a moment’s leisure. I 
have enrolled the names of a large number of 
veterans, among them being that of Captain 
T. O. Jacobs, Forty-fifth Georgia, fermerly of 
Monroe county. Besides enrolling names, I 
have received and answered a large number of 
letters. Seventy-five veterans from McDon- 
ough will take part in the ceremonies, as will 
also large delegations from Oxford, Conyers 
and Americus. These are in addition to dele- 
gations already mentioned.” “ 

“At what hour will the veterans assemble to 
meet Mr. Davis?” 

“It is hoped that all that can will be at the 
union passenger depot by 2 o’clock Friday for 
that purpose.

His 
speech created so much laughter that he 
stopped it, asking permission to have it 
printed in the Record.

A Costly Fraud. 

THE CONSTITUTION has called attention 
frequently to the great fraud that lies con- 
cealed in the proposition which is eternally 
before congress to appropriate money to im- 
prove the Mississippi river. This appropri- 
ation has been thought to be a very impor- 
tant matter, and no congress of late years 
has dared to adjourn without first appropri- 
ating millions of the people’s money to the 
schoolboy scheme of improving the Missis- 
Sippi river. 

In order to make this scheme more bind- 
ing, so to speak, a ‘‘river commission’’ was 
organized, and the junketings of this com- 
mission have been the favorite theme ot the 
newspapers for many years. Millions of 
dollars have been spent, and nothing 
has been done. Millions of dollars 
of the people’s money have been dropped 
into the turbid current of the Mis- 
Sissippi river, and there has been no return. 
The millionsof dollars that have been voted 
for the improvement of the Mississippi have 
vanished, and the Mississippi is as far from 
improvement as ever; and yet, when the 
river and harbor bill is bronght up, the old 
scheme ison top, agd every congressman 
who has a creek or a lime kiln in his district 
goes in for the Mississippi river improve- 
ment scheme in the hope that the promoters 
of that scheme will vote for the creek or the 

lime kiln. 

In this way the people have been swindled 
for years, and they will be swindled in this 
way for years to come unless the democratic 
party concludes to inaugurate reform in its 
own back-yard. The interests that devour 
the Mississippi 1iver appropriations are re- 
publicans when there is a republican con- 
gress, and democrats when there is a 
democratic congress; and the only thing in 
which their consistency has been demon- 
strated isin their desire to take charge of 
the people’g money. 

The New Orleans Picayune, writing in 
favor of this immense drain on the public 
. treasury, says: ‘‘The protection of the

bas been in behalf of unsatisfactory experi- 
ments. The Picayune says the experi- 
ments have been “fairly successfal,’’ bat 
the general public knows that the banks 
continue to cave whenever there is a spring 
flood, and,'in a few hours, work represent- 
ing thousands of dollars of the people’s 
money, is swept away. vf 

The truth is that the whole Mississippi 
improvement is a fraud which congress 
ought to find a speedy remedy for. Asan 
absorber of the people’s money+the Missis- 
sippi ought to be suppressed. 


Another Bond Decision. 

The Frankfort holders of bogus Georgia 
bonds recently began a suit in the court of 
claims at Washington, to secure from the 
United States payment of the bonds. Mr. 
E. &. Isham, of Chicago, who appeared for 
the bondholders, argued that the United 
States was responsible for the bonds beestise 
they had been guaranteed by.the provisional 
legisiatiire during the reconstruction period. 
The case srgued was that of Schulitzes 
against the United States, in which the 
claimant, a Prussian, seeks to recover the 
amount of certain bonds issued by the 
Brunswick and Albany railroad company, a 
road badly used up during the war. In 
1879 Georgia disowned all liability for the 
payment of the bonds, the company de- 
faulted in its interest and the road was sold 
by the courts. 

The decision of thé court was rendered 
last Monday, and Judge Schofield, in; deliv- 
ering the opinion of the court, said: ‘These 
facts do not disclose a cause of action which 
the coart is authorized toconsider. The 
claim founded not upon an act of congress, 
but of the provisional legislature of Georgia, 
does not create an express contract with the 
United States, because, waiving the ques- 
tion of authority, the legislature did not 
profess or undertake to contract on behalf of 
the state, but most clearly it was without 
authority to undertake anything more. 
There are no considerations, past or present, 
or prospective, accrued or accruing to the 
United States, whereby a contract can be 
implied. They had not taken, used, or in- 
jured the company’s road. On the contrary 
it had been taken and used by their enemies 
to carry on war against them. If the legis- 
lature had the right to pledge the faith of 
the United States for the payment of the 
bonds, there can be no incidental or result- 
ing liability upon anybody else. If the 
legislature had no lawful right to enact the 
law, itis entirely void and binds nobody. 
Georgia denies the right of the legislature 
to bind the state and repudiates the guaran- 
teeing—whether rightfully or wrongfully it 
is useless for us to inquire. If wrong has 
been done to the claimant the court has no 
power to right it.’’ Judge Schofield sus- 
tains the demurrer of the United States and 
gave the defendant twenty days io amend 
his petition. If he fails to amend it the case 
will be dismissed. 


The Blair Educational Bill. 

The educational bill that passed the sen- 
ate and all other educational bills of im- 
portance before congress are practically 
dead. The house is in‘favor of an earnest 
effort to reduce illiteracy, but its commit- 
tees are stubborn and cross-grained. The 
education committee to which the senate 
bill was referred has postponed its considera- 
tion toa late day in May, thereby saying 
they do not intend to report the bill at all. 
The labor committee has the new bill in 
charge, and its members have just decided 
to offer a substitute that neither house will 
accept. The substitute contemplates the 
expenditure of $75,000,000 for education, 
but upon a different plan from that proposed 
by thesenate. This money is to be derived 
solely from the sale of public lands, and “is 
to be distributed to the states at arate not 
exceeding seven and a half millions a year. 
The distribution is to be proportioned to the 
population of school age. This isthe sub- 
stitute for the Blair basis of illiteracy and 
population. The new bill also waves the 
provision for supervision by the national 
government of the use of this fund, and 
simply distributes the money to the states. 
Twenty-five per cent of the money is to be 
used for industrial and technical instruc- 
tion, and the remainder for the support of 
the common schools. The proviso of the 
Blair bill fot equivalent expenditure by a 
state to the amount allotted by the general 
government, is omitted. The senate would 
not pass this bill offered by Mr. Crain, of 
Texas, and the entire subject may be con- 
sidered as settled in favor of the perpetua- 
tion of illiteracy. 


A Man and a Mob. 

One of the bloodiest and most desperate 
fights on record occurred the other night in 
the little town of Manchester, in the Ten- 
nessee mountains. 

It seems that the moonshiners, who are 
numerous in that neighborhood, had a 
grudge against Webster Pardam, a good cit- 
izen whose opposition to illicit distilling was 
well-known. In the dead of night a mob of 
these outlaws, wearing masks, burst open 
Purdam’s door, and turning a dark lantern 
on him where he lay in bed bythe side of 
his wife and child, opened a deadly fire on 
him with their shot guns. 

At the first volley Pardam drew his pistol 
from under his pillow and fired at the nearest 
man, who fell. He then kneeled in front 
of his wife and child, protecting them with 
his body, and received the second volley. 
He felt the sting of the bullets, but kept on 
shooting until he emptied his revolver. Two 
of the mob were then lying on the floor, and 
a third was staggering out ofthe door. Pur- 
dam then had seven buckshot’ in his right 
side, and the shooting had set fire to the bed 
clothing. In his disabled condition he 
jumped up, seized his double-barreled shot- 
gun and drove his assailants off. He fol- 
lowed them to the street, firing until his 
ammunition gave out. A neighbor came 
to his assistance and carried him back to the 
house. The place looked like a battle-ficld. 
The walls of the house were filled with 
buckshot, the bed was riddled, the gate and 
fence were torn with bullets, and the front 
yard all the way to the street was streaming 
with blood. . 

The masked men carried off their 
wounded, and it isnot known whether any

| were killed. Purdam’s wounds may not 
prove fatal, but it will he a close shave if he 
pulls through. Heis now the hero of the 
hour in Manchester. His indomitable gril 
and pluck have struck terror to the moon- 
shiners, and it is not likely that he will ever 
be molested again. Purdam’s brave fight 
against desperate odds shows what one man 
can do against a mob. In this instance the 
‘attacking party numbered at least ten men. 
It seemed an easy matter to kill or capture a 


take. If this affair teaches - murderous 
moonshiners and other outlaws a lesson, 
it will be a good thing all around. 


Funny John. 

John Sherman isa versatile and a limber 
rascal, and cuts up as many capers as a 
maziner’s compass in the presenge of a meat- 
axe. During the Ohio campaign he raved 
and tore his hair, and vowed that the 
southern confederacy was not only in the 
saddle, but was engaged in violating all the 
proprieties by riding astraddle. In every 


resounding earth, and it was remarked at 
that time that there was a lurid glow in the 
northern heavens, and that hoarse bellow- 
ings could he heard in the direction of 
Ohiec. 

After the Ohio campaign John went into 
Virginia and made a few speeches. Here 
his versatility again served him, and he was 
as mild as an unweaned carrier pigeon.

A Long Session Probable. 

May is near at hand, and half of the ap- 
propriation bills have not been sent to the 
senate. Two have not been reported. It 
would take a month of the time of the 
house to dispose of the appropriation bills; 
and then the bills to regulate the electoral 
coupbt, to establish a bankruptcy law, to 
change the tariff, to open Oklahoma, to reg- 
wate inter-state commerce, and many more 
of great importance, will be pressed, and it 
is difficult to see how an adjournment in 
June can be effected. Adjournment in 
July is the more probable of the two. The 
tariff debate alone may last four weeks. 
There are many important bills before the 
house, and unless they are acted on the 
session will scarcely be a memorable one in 
the respect of good works. Still a do- 
nothing congress is better than a congress 
of evil fruits. But this~is not to be a do- 
nothing congress so far as the house is con- 
cerned, and an early adjournment is there- 
fore improbable.

CuicaGo, April 28.—The Western Boot and Shoe

ELBERTON’S EXCISE. 


An Ordinance to Prevent Hospitality—A 
Conflict Between Laws. 

ELBERTON, Ga., April 28.—[Special.|—The 
town council of Elberton has passed an ordinance 
preventing the distributing, lending or giving 
away any intoxicating drinks inthe corporate lim- 
its of the town, the object being to prevent the di- 
viding out of barrels of whisky in the town. The 
legality of the ordinance is doubted, but it is an ef- 
fort of the council to enforce prohibition strictly. 

Judge Lumpkin has rendered adecision in a case 
that went up by certiorari from the mayor’s court 
of Elberton, in which a party was convicted under 
an ordinance of the town of retailing liquor with- 
out license. The judge held that the offense was 
fully covered by the state lawinthe prohibition 
act for Elbert county, and thatthe ordinance oft 
the town was void, and that the defendant should 
be discharged.

AN INDIAN OUTRAGE. 


Several Americans and Indians Killed by 
the Redskins. 

Tucson, Arizona, April 28.—The Citizen 

last evening published the following from W. 

B. Grassclose, agent of Wells & Fargo, at No- 


e&: 
. “About forty Apaches passed up the Santa 
Cruz valley early this morning, killing sev- 
eral Mexicans and Americans. They passed 
Calabassas at about 7 o’clock this moraing. 
In answer to acall for help forty volanteers, 
we}l armed, left here at $ o’clock on a special 
train for Calabassas. Scouting parties were or- 
ganized and the hostiles were discovered in 
camp about two miles north of Calabassas. 


A secand train load of volunteers, 
left at 10 o’clock and word 
was soon received that the Indians 


were being corralled, and wonld be held for 
the arrival of troops. At noon a detachment 
of the Tenth Cavalry, under command of 
Captain Lebo, passed here forthe scene. A 
ccmippany of cavalry also passed Crittenden 
about eleven o'clock going in the direction of 
Callabassas. A third train has left here with 
eupplies. There has been intense excitement 
in the town all day, and business is practically 
suspended, 

The Indiars made a raid in the most thick- 
ly settled portion of Pima county on Monday, 
and killed the Owens brothers, prominent 


ranchmen, and the wife and child 
of A. L. Peck. They also 
carried off Peck’s niece. The attack 


was entirely unexpected, as the section of 
country raided has been free from such 
troubles for many years. Peck was fired upon 
and severely wounded, but managed to escape, 
and brought news ofthe massacre. It is believed 
that the motive for this terrible outrage was a 
desire to avenge the supposed death of those 
members of the band who were recently cap- 
tured and sent to Florida for imprisonment 
there. General Miles arrived hereon Monday 
night, having received intelligence of the raid, 
and is preparing to take active measures for 
the pursuit and capture of the fiends.

WASHINGTON, April 28.—A

the efforts of Mr. Gladstoheto secure free par- 
liament for Ireland. On the platform were 
seated Senator VanWyck and Represetitatives 
Randall, Phelps, McKinley, Gibson, of West 
Virginia, O’Hara {and Glass, and other 
members of the lower house of congress. 

Mr. Randall, in taking the chair expressed 
his profound sympathy for the cause of home 
rule in Ireland. rApetbinse.} This meeting, he 
said, sought to strengthen the hands of Glad- 
stone, the greatest of modern orators and 
statesmen. In every possible, respectful and 
positive way America desired that England 
should see that justice to Ireland was safety 
to Great Britain. Ireland was 
entitled to the consideratjpx. of 
the United States, because ker gakant 
people had on every occasion been théfriends 
of free America. Let us give, he said in con- 
clusion, to Gladstone and Parnell all the en- 
couragement which we, as Americans, can ex- 
tend. Todo less would be base dishonor. 
[Loud appleuse.] 

Senator VanWyck spoke enthusiastically 
of the triumph of home rule which was abuut 
to be obtained by Ireland, and rejoiced that 
Ireland was encouraged and strengthened by 
aid, notonly from America, but from the 
English people. The American people had a 
right to meet in assemblies like this and bid 
the struggling Irishmen God speed in their 
efforts, and especially had the people of Wash- 
ington that right. There was no home rule 
here. The same class of men who denied it to 
Ireland denied itto Washington. Aristocracy 
of blood in England put their foot on Ireland, 
the aristocracy of money put their foot on 
Washington, and the aryistocracy of money was 
the meanest. 

Mr. Randall then read a letter from the 
“sage of Greystone.” 

After acknowledging the reee:pt of an invi- 
‘ation to be present at the meeting, the letter 
continues: 

“I regret that Icannot be personally present on 
an occasion so full of interest. I none the less 
join with youin applauding the exertions of the 
illustrious statesman of England and the great 
leader of the Irish people in behaif of the cause of 
home rule. Their efforts to obtain for Ireland that 
full measure of self-governmentand liberty, which 
the people of the several states of the American 
union enjoy, havemy cordial approval and sup- 
port. AtlepgthI trust the day of delivery now 
dawns on the misgoverned and oppressed people 
of Ireland, 

Assuring you ofmy earnest sympathy, I am, very 
truly yours, SAMUEL J. TILDEN.” 

[| Applause. } 

Letters were also read from Senator Sher- 
man, assuring the meeting of his hearty sym- 
pathy in the movement for home rule in I[re- 
land, and from Senator Logan stating that he 
had ever been, and now was, for loosening the 
grasp ofthe iron hand of England from the 
throat of the Irish people. 

Representative Gibson, of West Virginia, 
then addressed the assemblage, heartily sus- 
taining the efforts of Mr. Gladstone to secure 
home rule for Ireland. The public sentiment 
of America, he said, was applauding and aid- 
ing Gladstone gud driving England to justice 
for Ireland. 

As Senator Riddleberger rose to address the 
meeting, he was greeted with a round of ap- 
plause. He was glad to see so many Ameri- 
cans assembled here, because it refuted the 
declaration that came from across the Atlan- 
tic, that only Irishmen in America sympa- 
thized with Ireland. He had come here sim- 
ply to give expression as one of the humblest 
exponents of American sympathy with the 
cause of Ireland, outside of any expressions 
that the Irish-Americans themselvos could 
give. He had noted down a few things he 
was not afraid to let go to the London Times, 
if the constituents of this country were willing 
to build a navy. [Applause.] Parnell and his as- 
sociates had followed a conservative courseand 
while Irish-Americans and Americans must 
not do anything to obstruct them when they 
undertook to analyze the policy of the Glad- 
stone government, it was well to stop and 
consider if it wasall that Ireland wanted and 
all that she needed. When he read the 
Gladstone bill he found in it something anal- 
ogous with what he had read in the history 
ot the American colonies. There was in it a 
clause that all the products that were to be 
transported into Ireland should first be landed 
in English ports. He thought of 
the astute and insidious Lord 
North. He thought of tea, and then of Boston 
harber. In this Gladstone bill, the moth was 
still gnawivg in the cloth. Possibly this was 
nota wholesome diet for the assemblage to- 
night, but it was not obliged to eat everything 
set on the table before it. All customs duties 
and all excise taxes were to be collected in 
England. That was what Lord North had 
proposed for the colonies. He (Riddleberger) 
would say to Irishmen: ‘ Organize under 
Gladstone government. You will get alim- 
ited home rule. Youwill havea parliament. 
You will have a base of operations. But after 
you bave organized, agitate until you have 
stricken from that bill the words, ‘‘Viceroy of 
Ireland.” Take advantage of every situation, 
move forward to every breastwork, and be- 
hind them keep your muskets loaded. [Ap- 
plause. | 

You have made the grandest statesman Eng- 
land bas produced for fifty years. The great- 
est— no, the meanest, coercionist that ever 
breathed, tiJl he was cowhided to Ireland and 
made a confession of bis wrong.”’ [Applause.|] 
He would suggest, with becoming deference, 
that the “grand old man,” as he was callec 
add restitution to his confession. If he could du 
no more, he could bring home the Irish patriot 
who had been sent into penal servitude for no 
offense than that of resisting what he 
himself called “English wrongs made possible 
by wholesale bribery and intimidation.” [Ap- 
plause.} “Home rule with England, collect- 
ing all custom dues and excise 
taxes; home rule with the gov- 
ernment of England in control of the Irish 
parliament is a limited home rule, indeed. 
I say, accept it. Take it as we would take 
breastworks.” 

In conclusion, he hoped that all Irish- 
Americans and Americans not Irish would 
unite with him in wishing that Ireland would 
Foon enjoy the privileges granted to citizens of 
the United States.

PURDAM’S PURSUERS.

The Particulars of the Manchester, Tenn., 
Tragedy. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 28,—{Sp »cia’.J— 
The sheriff of Coffee county and posse spent the 
entire day in sceuring the woods for the k1-klux 
gang who on Sunday night broke in the house 
and shot D. W. Purdam, at Manchester. Tne party, 
it is believed, was composed of James Clay, Doc. 
Rankin, Bill Clay, Mack Clark, Jack Chapman, 
bill Ciark and Jesse Cornelinson, all of whom are 
known to be desperate characters. The brave re- 
si:tance of Purdam, who, though mortally wound- 
ed, shot down three of his assailants and put the 
gang to flight, alone saved the life ot his wife and 
children, It was learned in Manchester 
this afternoon that Clay, the leader of the gang, 
had been shot through the head and died today in 
the woods, whither he had been concealed by his 
comrades. Mack Clark, the man who fell on the 
floor of Purdam’s house with a bullet through his 
breast, is still alive, but beyond hope of recovery. 
Jesse|Cornelinson, the third man shot down,is still 
sccreted in the woods by his friends, and so far 
the scouting party have failed to find his where- 
abouts, although his attending doctor has been 
twice shadowed. Itis believed that in a day or 
two the entile party will be in the custody of the 
sheriff. The report that the men were au organized 
band of moonshiners is erroneous, The 
ring leaders had a spite at Purdam because he 
was & prohibitionist and testified agaiust them for 
violating the four mile law by selling whisky; the 
others were merely the accomplices of Clay and 
Clark. The gang was disguised in regular kuklux 
garb—a red cloth tunic with vizor and dominoes of 
the same material. Purdam, the victim ot the out- 
rage, is still alive, but as seven buckshot are still 
in his body itis but a matter of time until he suc- 
cumbs. The affair has created the most intensé 
excitement throughout Coffee county, andit issaid 
that the party intended killing three different men 
that night had not Purdam’sdeadly aim frustrated 
their pu) pose. 

The sheriff and posse that left Manchester, Tenn , | 
today to arrest the parties concerned in the recent 
kukluxing at that point, returned today without 
having made any arrests. They found ontthat J. 
W. Clay and Jesse Corneilson were wounded, and 
that all the kuklux and their friends in large num- 
bers were in the mountains prevared to fight with 
oflicers. 

Clark and Purdam are both improving, but Clark 
is not cousidered out of danger. He has regained, 
in a Slight degree, the use of his right foot, but bis 
left is still helpless. Clark expressed a willingness 
to talk as mach as was prudent. Heis a medium 
sized man, with light hair and blue eyes, and what 
may be called astrong face. He was born and 
reared in Coffee county, is thirty years old, has a 
wife and one child. Clark said he could not tell 
how many were in his party, but that they did not 
mean thatany blood bonita be shed. They only 
meant to advise Purdam to get out of the revenue 
service. ‘‘Nobody would have been hurtif Web 
had not begun to shoot as soon as we gotin the 
house; but when he shot, some of our fellows re- 
sing g the fire. Idon’t know who it was that shot 

im.

SHE IS DEAD. 


The Gld Weman Who Fell off the Train Dies 
Last Night. 

Nancy Passmore, the old woman who fell 
from the East ‘Tennessee train Saturday mérn- 
ing last is dead. 

She died at the Ivy street hospital last night 
at tcn o’clock. 

Very little is known of the old woman. 
Last Friday night she left Chattanooga and 
until yesterday it was presumed that Atlanta 
was her destination but now it is thought that 
she wanted tostop at Rockmart. Soon after 
the train on which she was a passenger left 
Rockmart she walked out of the car without 
any one noticing her, The next morninga

She was alive, but badly mashed 
up, and inan unconscious condition. The 
train brought herto Atlanta, and she was 
taken tothe Ivy street hospital. No one 
knew anything about her, and in her uncon- 
scious condition she was unable totell any- 
thing. Every day there was a change in her 
condition, sometimes for better, sometimes 
worse. Day before yesterdayshe became con- 
scious for the first time, and then stated that 
her name was Nancy Passmore, Her condi- 
tion was not such as to permit much talking. 
Yesterday morning, however, she stated that 
she lived near Rockmart, and that she had a 
son near Hayesville. Later in the day she 
began to sink, and the physicians soon dis- 
covered that death was approaching... After 
the woman died, two notes for ninety dollars 
each, payable to Nancy Passmore and signed by 
Burk, were found in her possession. 

No relatives of the dead woman have yet 
appeared. 


IT WENT THROUGH HIM. 


A Grape Shot Which Caused the Death of a 
Georgia Soldier. 
“See? That went clean through a man and 
caused his death.” 
It was Dr. Roach speaking, and as he spoke 


he held in his hand a grape shot of solid iron . 


about the size of a small orange. 

The shot was not rusty like most war relics 
Lut was bright and clean. The shot has a his- 
tory. At the battle of Malvern Hill soon after 
the seven day’s fight the 1#th Georgia,to whic 
Dr. Roach was attached, fell under the fire of 
some gun boats. The shot was fired from one 
of the boats and struck A. J. Hendry, a 
private in company B, near the left shoulder, 
and passed nearly through the body. Dr. Roach, 
the enment surgeon, cut the shot out of Hen- 
dry’s s back, and as it dropped into ha hand he 
he'd it before the wounded man 's eyes and said: 

“Thisis what went through vou.’ 

Tbe wounded man took the shot in his hand 
and aficr looking at ita moment, said: 

“Here, doctor, take it, and when I am dead 
send it to my mother and tell her that this is 
what killed her soldier boy.” 

Dr. Roach took the grape shot and on the 
third day after Hendry died. Soon after his 
death the doctor sent the shot to the dead 
soldier's mother. The old lady kept it until 
she died. Before her death she gave it to her 
daughter. Day before yesterday the daughter 
seit the shot to Dr. Roach, with a note statiag 
that It was the same one which had killed her 
brother, and requesting him to have it at the 
next reunion of the Eighteenth Georgia. 


A SERVANT OF MR. DAVISs. 


Ed Norman, Who Waited on President Davis, 
is in the Chaingang. 


A negro man who waited on ex-President 
Davis during the war, is now serving a term in 
the Fulton county chaingang. 

His name is Edward Norman, alias Davis. 

Norman has been living in Atlanta for sev- 
eral years, and was never idle, like many of 
his race, but worked hard. He was fond of 
liquor, howev er, and invested nearly every- 
thing he made in whisky. Several months 
ago while drunk, Norman stolea table and sold 
it. He was arrested, and after staying in 
jail several weeks was tried upon an in- 
dictment for larceny, convicted and sent to 
the gang. Since Mr. Davis’s visit to Atlanta 
has been definitely arranged, Norman has 
been recounting his old life as Mr. Davis’s 
servant to bis associates in stripes, and has 
been begging Mr. Donaldson, the superintend- 
ent of the gang, to allow him an opportunity 
to see his “old masse,” as he calls the ex-presi- 
dent.

WHAT THE SCHOOL IS DOING 

“How many students are studying the course in 
the school?”’ 

“There are thirty-four names on the roll. The 
actual attendance is twenty-six. These are earn- 
estly engaged, and the results of their study is very 
gratifying. Some time ago a man who lives in the 
wiregrass region Said: ‘Emory has a school of 
technology, but the only thing it has produced is a 
steam engine.’ Considering the length of time the 
school has been in operation I think a steam en- 
gine isa very creditable production. But the fact 
is, much more has been produced. A number of 
useful wooden articles has been mannfactured,and 
another engine is receiving the finishing touches. 
Besides these things, the students ave re- 
ceived much valuable _ training.

On his Way North From Thomasyille—He Talks 
Questi ¥ bly Impressed 


Cleveland's Administration Etc, 
a ee ei ee 

Hon. Edwards Pierrepont, of New York, ex- 
attcrney-general ofthe United States and ex- 
minister to England, arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday morning’ ide 

He was accompanied by bis wife. - 

Mr. Pierrepont registered at the Kimball. 
During the morning, he ‘his wife rode 
over the city, inspecting every point of inter- 
est, and evidently being surprised and pleased 
with what they saw. 

In the afternoon, a CossTITUTION repoiter 
called on Mr. Pierrepont and ind h 
talk long and freely. 

“THE CONSTITUTION?’ he Ss el 
the reporter’s hand. ‘‘Did yeu say. that you 
represent THe ATLANTA CONSTITUTION? 
Why, of course, Il shall be 
glad to talk if that paper 
wishes it. I have a pleasant remembrance of 
THE CONSTITUTION. When I wasin Europe 
last summer, an artiele copied into the papers 
fron Tue ConsTiTUTiIon provoked’ wide- 
spread discussion. It was about the silver 
question. J wrote a letter to THE CoNnstTitv- 
TION about that article, and my remembrauce 
is that it was published.” | 

“Yes,” said the reporter. “it was published, 
and THE CONSTITUTION’S readers perused ip 
with much interest.” 

“Ves? Well, I am delighted to hear that.” 

“Are youon your way south, Mr. Pierrepont, 
or north?’ 

“Tam returning to New York. My wife 
and I have been at Thomasville, where we 
spenta month. Since the death of our only 
son, at Rome. Jast summer, her health has not 
been good, She has never recovered from her 
grief. Ourson, you will remember, was con- 
nected with the United States legation at 
Rome. His death was caused by the fatal Roman 
fever.’ 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

‘Do you go direct to New York?’ 

“Not direet. It is our purpose to stop a while 
at Roanoke, Va., and also at Whits Sulphur 
Springs. It is probable, too, that wo will visit 
the Luray caverns.” 

‘Is it your intention to—— | 

“Now, about the silver question-—perhaps 
you are aware that I am very much interested 
init. I ama believer in bi-metalism. When 
I was minister to England I paid much atten- 
tion to the question. [had in that coantry 
exceptional opportunities for observing the 
effect of monometalism, or of having go!d alone 
as a standard of value and basis for currency. 
I visited France frequently, and in that coun- 
try studied the effect of bi-metalism. 
My obseryations satisfied me that the 
only reason why any man in the United States 
opposes bi-metalism is because he lacks infor- 
mation on the subject.” 

“What did you find to be the effect of mon- 
ometalism in Engiand?” 

“Just what it bas beenin all countries 
where it has prevailed. It affords a few rich 
men the opportunity tocontrol the money 
market, and, in consequence, the entire busi- 
ness interests of the people. Itisa humbug, 
an unjust and shameful subversion of the 
rights ~ of the people. Why, just 
listen tome a moment. Wherever gold is re- 
cognized asthe only standard of value, there 
are combinations of capitalists to enrich them- 
selves. In England thisis true at this day, 
and it would be true in the United States if 
the opponents of bi-metalism had their way.” 

THE HOPE OF THE COUNTRY. 

“But will not bi-metalism drive goid out of 
the country ?” 

“Why, sir, the idea is the veriest nonsense, 
Why doesn’t it drive gold out of France’? In 
that country bi-metalism works like a charm. 
Capitalists are unable to oppress the people by 
ubrighteous combinations, and the circulating 
medium is always equal to the demands upon 
it. I tell you, sir, bi-metalism isthe hope of 
the country. Efforts have been made in the 
United States to make gold the only standard 
of value, bué they have not succeeded. They 
never will sueceed. The free discussion of the 
silver question isinforming the people, and 
they will not suffer such an iniquity as the 
suppression of the silver coinage.” 

“You have written a number of essays on 
the silver question, have you not?” 

“Yes; I have written much on the subject. 
I have with me in my trunk some of my 
writings. I am to leave Atlantasoe soon that 
I cannot get at them now, but if you 
will give me your address, when I arrive at 
Roanoke I will send you several pamphlets. 
You are @ young man, and the young men of 
the country should inform themselves upon so 
important a subject.” 

The reporter gave the desired address, and 
mentally resolved religiously, to read every 
word of Mr. Pierrepont’s. pamphlets. 

While Mr. Pierrepont was making a note of 
the address, the reporter prepared to start him 
off on another tack. 

IMPRESSIONS OF GEORGIA. 

“Have you ever been south before, Mr. 
Pierrepont?” 

“Oh, yes; I was in Georgia eleven years ago. 
I came to the state as counsel for a land com- 
pany. Ivisited Atlanta, Macon and Bruns- 
wick.” 

“What are your impressions of Georgia?” 

“Having visited the state eleven years ago, 
I have had the opportunity of observing the 
changes that have taken place. I tell you 
frankly, that Iam have been surprised and 
delighted by the wonderful evidences of 
thrift and progress I have seen on all sides, 
[tis astonishing. The south is rehabilitated. 
Take this charming city as an instance. 
Its growth since eleven years ago fills me with 
amazement. A town of moderate size then. it 
is row a greatand progressive city. It is 
snlendid evidence that the people of Georgia, 
the people of the south, have fully in view 
their material interests, and that they mean 
to take high rank in the industria! progress of 
the country.” 

“What opinion have you formed of the tem- 
per of the people?’ 

“Do you mean as to the relations between 
the south and the north’”’ 

eee," 

“T have found that there is no hostility to 
the north. The people of the south are too 
busy to remember their animosities. They 
have buried them in the unfathomable depths 
of the pest. I do not mean to say that the 
people of the south believe that the war was 
wrong. It is natural that they should not. 
What I mean is that, although they cherish 
the memories of the war, they do so without 
bitterness, and have their faces set toward the 
future, determined that the union of states 
shall never again be disrupted.” 

“What do you think of the interest mani- 
fested in the approaching visit of Mr, Dayis to 
Atlanta?’ 

Mr. Pierrepont smiled. 

“Oh.” be said, “itis natural, 
there be objection to it?” 

“Not to trespass longer on yourtime, Mr, 
Pierrepont, what do you think of the adurinis- 
tration?’ 

“Of President Cleveland?” 

Te.” 

“I think that he is trying to give the country 
an honest adn inistyation. I ama republican, 
but IL cheerfully make that assertion.”

A second did not intervene 
between the jumping of the first truck from 
the track and the turning on of the air- 
brakes, and the rear cars were held as if in the 
grip of ahuge vise. Thetrain stopped with the 
rear wheels of rear sleeper just on the broken rail. 
Conductor Bell gave every possible attention to 
makirg the passengers comfortable, and he cared 
for them during the delay as well as possible, un- 
der the circumstances. He has been on this road 
twenty-five years, and this is his first aecccident of 
any importance.

Dr. Armstrong's reply was as follows: 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 24, ’86.—To Messrs. A. L. 
(.reene, J. A. Fitten, D. M. Bain, J. H. Porter, 5. M. 
Inman and others—Gentlemen and Friends: Your 
favor of the 22d, requesting me to deliver a lecture 
in our city at such time and place as may be most 
convenient, accompanied by a suggestion on the 
part of the committee that the subject of the Irish 
question would be most acceptabie to our people, I 
have received. 

Iaccept with pleasure the invitation and the 
suggestion, and I take the liberty of designa- 
ting the night of May 7th, and De Give's opera 
house as the most suitable time and place for my 
compliance with the same.

He had read of* the.sickmess of United 
States prisonefain Fultog, county jail, and 
didn’t care to risk his health within its walls. 

The escape was a shrewd one, and few men 
besides Tobe Jackson would have attempted 
it. 

Deputy Marshal Murphy, who had Jackson 
in charge, had. gone out of the car_for the pur- 
pose of sending a telegram te: the marshal 
here.
